GENERAL view of the crucial 
struggle on the Russo-German 
front gives the impression that the 
Hitlerites are on the verge of 
another great withdrawal of their 
line in face of the continuing.Red 
onslaught. 
As a matter of fact, an unex­ 
plained German official reference to 
a “big detaching movement'* of 
Nazi 
forces 
invites 
speculation 
whether a fresh retreat Isn’t al­ 
ready in its initial stages. In any 
event we know that such a retire­ 
ment is quite possible. 
This whole vast front of more 
than a thousand miles—which right 
now overshadows all other Europ­ 
ean land fighting in importance— 
is in a state of volcanic eruption 
st half a dozen strategic points. 
At the moment, however, the crisis 
is pivoting in the south and the 
battle is fierce. 
T 
HE Russians have made a major 
breach in the German Dnieper 
line above Dnepropetrovsk on the 
bend of the great river and are 
threatening to surround big Hitler­ 
ite forces to the south. 
Also in danger of being cut off 
is the Nazi-occupied Crimea which 
once more is splashing the pages 
of history with the flaming colors 
which have characterized its adven­ 
turous life, 
The Crimea has a special signifi­ 
cance beyond the fact that it’s an 
important part of the general en­ 
gagement. Your maps will remind 
you that the big Crimean pensinula, 
t which now is a hot potato in Hit­ 
ler’s hands, is connected with the 
mainland to the north by the spind­ 
ly isthmus of Perekop. 
The hard-driving Reds te ethe 
north already are fighting in the 
city of Melitopol which is the 
right-wing anchor of Hitler's line, 
and is only IOO miles east of the 
Perekop isthmus. 


N OW that little isthmus provides 
the only land avenue of escape 
for something like 100,000 Nazi 
troops who are cooped up on the 
Crimea.

It’s reported In Stockholm that 
the fuehrer 
has ordered 
these 
forces to “defend, if necessary to 
the 
last 
man,’’ 
this 
peninsula 
which, as things now stand, is the 
key to domination of the Black 
sea and is thus a mighty atom in 
tho global war. 
I never think of the Crimea with­ 
out also thinking of the Crimean 
war of almost a century ago, per­ 
haps because it’s easily marked in 
memory by the charge of the Light 
Brigade and the immortal story 
of “The Lady With The Lamp”— 
Florence Nightingale. 
However, 
apart from these romantic touches, 
the strategic importance of the 
Crimean war is shown clearly in 
and for similar reasons. 
The

of

old 
Crimean war is shown clearly in 
the treaty Russia signed after being 
defeated by the Allied forces of 
Prance, Britain, Turkey and Sar­ 
dinia. 


Soviets Threaten To Flank 


Thousands Of Germans;

The dispatch said the Nazis are 
rushing up reinforcements, includ­ 
ing units from all parts of Europe, 
in an effort to stem the on-rushing 
Soviet forces which broke through 
alongta 28-mile front and cauptured 
five German 
strongpointo after 
two days of heavy fighting between 
Kremenchug and Dnepropetrovsk. 
A wedge 15 miles deep has been 
driven into German defenses, a 
Russian communique said. 
Makes Fourth Big Crossing 
The broadcast communique, re­ 
corded by the Soviet monitor here, 
also announced that the Red army 
has made a fourth m ajor crossing 
of the Dnieper, this time below 
Gomel, charging ahead six miles 
through the heavily-defended Ger 
man lines. 
As fighting raged in the streets 
of Melitopol for the sixth day, the

er Dnieper, a German high com 
mand communique speaking of

The communique, broadcast by 
the free Yugoslav radio, reported 
hard fighting near the Adriatic 
port of Split, where repeated at­ 
tacks by Marshal Erwin Rommel’s 
Nazi forces are said to have been 
thrown back. 
The Partisans announced the de­ 
feat of an enemy column near 
Emotskl in Bosnia and the occupa­ 
tion of the village of Student, 
while local fighting was reported 
around Sinj, Sibenlk, Bakar, Ear- 
lovac and Gospic, all centers of 
recent activity. Attacks were con­ 
tinued on main railways in Slo­ 
venia, 
Yesterday’s Yugoslav broadcast, 
summing up the situation, said 
that Gen. Joslp (Tito) Bros’ forces 
now command all of the Croatian 
coastal region and the northern 
coast of Dalmatia except Zara and 
Sibenik. 


Series Of Brilliant Victories I 


Scored In Pacific Area

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, Oct. 
18—Allied 
airmen have blasted 
104 — and probably 14T — more 
planes out of the Japanese air force 
in the southwest Pacific. 
In a series of brilliant victories 
Friday and Saturday, announced to­ 
day, Lieut. Gen. George C. Ken­ 
ney’s fliers shot down 92 planes 
and destroyed 1 2 on the ground. 
Twenty-four more probably were 
shot down and 9 probably destroyed 
or damaged on the ground. 
The most one-sided victory was 
scored over New Guinea’s Oro bay 
Friday. The Japanese lost 26 bomb­ 
ers and 2 0 fighters and probably l l 
other 
aircraft.

plane was missing, though some 
were damaged. 
Jap Surprise Tactic Fails 
Apparently seeking to emulate 
the Allies’ recent punishing raid 
on Rabaul, New Britain, the Japan­ 
ese sent approximately 62 bombers 
and fighters against Oro bay. 
The dive-bombers came in low 
a customary surprise tactic—but 
the surprise was on the Japanese. 
American fighters in P-38’s inter­ 
cepted the first wave and then 
P-40's came roaring into the battle. 
Dog-fights raged from altitudes 
of IOO feet to 23.000 feet. 
The enemy found it impossible 
to get through to Allied shipping 
in the bay. And when those still 
in the air gave up and streaked 
for home they found it nearly as 
impossible to escape. Allied fight­ 
ers pursued them all the way to 
New Britain.

There was no known eyewitness 
to the tragedy but a rescuer quot­ 
ed Miss Hughes as saying^ “We 
were making a turn and then the 
first thing anyone knew we were 
all in the water.”

The list. of operating mines In­ 
cludes the big Dolomite shaft of 
the Woodward Iron Co., with 550 
men, and the Bradford slope of 
Alabama By-Products Corp., with 
500. 
Other captive workings are 
idle. 
They supply coal for the 
fuel-shy iron and steel mills here. 
Despite slowness of the back-to- 
work movement, one ooal operator 
suggested that “this ie the usual 
picture after a strike and on the 
whole the picture is hopeful." 
All Alabama union mines had 
been idle over the week-end. The 
miners 
began 
walking out last 
Wednesday when Secretary Ickes 
returned the mines to their own­ 
ers, saying they have no contract 
with the operators as their work 
agreement was made with the gov­ 
ernment. 
The walkout wa* not 
authorized by the UMW. 
The mines operating normally 
employ approximately 4,500 men, 
but on the basis of crews report­ 
ing today only 3,200 were in the 
mines.

PRINCETON, N. J., Oct. 18— 
Probably the truest indication of 
how the political tides are running 
today is to be found by measuring 
the relative strength of the two 
parties, leaving aside the question 
of easnMdatee. 
Institute tests have Just been 
completed in which a total of 16, 
2S0 voters, representing a true 
cross-section of every state and 
section of Ute country, were inter­ 
viewed on the question: 
"Leaving the question of candi­ 
dates aside, if the presidential 
election tcere being held today, 
which party would you vote for 
—the Democratic or the Repub­ 
lican r* 
The vote comes out as follows: 
Demeeratle .......................... 84% 
Republican .......................... 48 
Not Much Of Lead 
The Democratic figure of 54 per­ 
cent doss not represent ae com­ 
manding a lead as might at first 
glance appear to be the case. Po­ 
litical history shows that, in order 
to win a Presidential election, the 
Democratic party actually needs a 
minimum of about 52 percent of 
the major party vote. That is be­ 
cause of the overwhelming popu­ 
lar majorities cast In the south 
for the Democratic candidate—ma­ 
jorities which do not swell the 
electoral vote total proportionately. 
A Democratic lead of 64 percent 
for the whole country, therefore, 
represents only about a two-point 
margin of safety. This Is so slight 
that any number of factors could 
upset IL as for example a low 
turnout at the polls. Moreover, the 
slim Democratic lead may be af­ 
fected by the course of events in 
the war. 
Nip And Tuck Fight 
An examination of sectional fig­ 
ures shows a nip and tuck fight 
looming In every section of the 
country except the solid south. 
Tbs Democratic margin Is so 
•lim ta at least three sections— 
New England, middle Atlantic, and 
the Pacific coast—that a shift of a 
few hundred thousand voters could 
easily throw these sections into 
the Republican column. 
Moreover, when present party 
strength of the Democrats Is com­ 
pared to the 1949 election, the 
Democrats ars shown to have lost 
at leant some strength ta every 
section of the country except the 
south, Where the gain means noth­ 
ing la terns of added electoral 
votes. 
The most Republican region at 
present is the west central section, 
comprising Missouri. Iowa, Wis­ 
consin, Minnesota, North Dakota, 
South'Dakota, Nebraska, and Kan­ 
san.

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A surprisingly large number of 
Americans do not think there is 
any shortage of war workers.

Thirdly, many people take the 
view that war factories are ‘‘hoard 
ing’’ labor as a margin of safety 
against future inroads by ths draft 
or losses dus to excessive turn 
over. A final reason in the public's 
mind is that labor union rules re­ 
quire the hiring of unnecessary ex 
tra hands and that the problem of 
manpower shortages could he aile 
viated by abolishing such rules.

2,389 For Year; 3,000 


Under 1940 Balloting 


Registration in the city of East 
^Liverpool for the November elec­ 
tion totals 9,247, a decrease of 
2,389 from the number of voters 
qualified a year ago, and la loss of 
3,395 from the number listed in 
the presidential election in 1940. 
These figures were announced 
today by F. R. O’Hanlon, clerk of 
the Columbiana county election 
board. 
The staff In the election 
board completed the task of com 
piling and posting the names of the 
voters In each precinct on Thurs- 
fiay, a week before the deadline 
ixed by state law. 
The city registration In 1942 
was 11,636 and In 1940, when the 
ail-high was reached, it was 12.642. 
The decrease during the past three 
years, according to election board 
siKikesmen, is due largely to the 
fact that many former voters now 
are in the military service and have 
lost their right to the ballot be­ 
cause they have failed to vote or 
transfer during the past two years.

Such an agreement, be said in 
an address at the 25th anniver­ 
sary meeting of the Foreign Poli­

association, would constitute 
‘the very solid foundation” of an

international organiza­ 
tion.” 
Wells®, who resigned last month 
from the state department, noted 
that the address, which was broad­ 
cast over the Blue network, was 
his first as a private citizen in 
more than IO years.

HEADQUARTERS, U. S. SOUTH 
PACIFIC FORCES, Oct. 18 — De­ 
layed) — Lieut. Comdr. William 
Heald Groverman, 33, veteran de­ 
stroyer officer of the Solomons 
campaign and skipper of a new 
2,100-ton destroyer, has won the 
Silver Star for “conspiclous gallan­ 
try and intrepidity” during the 
Battle of Kula Gulf on the night 
of July 5-6. 
Lieut. 
Groverman, 
who 
halls 
from Huntington, W. Va., And Cov­ 
ington, Ky„ received the medal 
from Capt. Francis X. Mclnerney 
of Cheyenne, Wyo., representative 
of the commander destroyers, Pa­ 


cific fleet, in the South Pacific 
area. 
During the Battle of Kula Gulf, 
Lieut. Groverman was executive of- 
fleer of a destroyer and acted in 
the capacity of evaluating officer. 
“Lieut. Groverman, by his skill­ 
ful and intelligent evaluation of 
information was able to supply 
his commanding officer with con 
tinuous tactical information which 
permitted the selection of targets 
for both torpedo fire and gunfire 
during the initial battle in which 
at least five enemy ships were 
sunk,” the citation said. 
“Later during the same night, 
while his vessel rescued 444 survi­ 
vors of a cruiser (the Helena), his 
evaluation of information permit­ 
ted his destroyer to get underway 
from the survival area, aroid ene­ 
my torpedoes and engage enemy 
ships with the result that one ene­ 
my cruser was sunk, one destroyer 
possibly sunk and one destroyer 
damaged without damage to his 
ownshop.’

A Word To The Philippines: Japan’ s Defeat Now 


Is Certain Since She Hitched Self To Nazi Star

THE FILIPINO, named Jose P. 
Laurel, 
whom 
the 
Japanese 
have just set up as president of the 
Philippines, hardly can hope to 
be as notorious ai Quisling, Laval 
and Mussolini. 
For the European traters did at 
least go over to the enemies of 
their country at a time when there 
was a reasonable prospect of mak 
lng their treason pay. 
They ratted when Germany had 
better than an even chance of 
winning the war. 
But Japan can have no hope 
whatever, and nothing la more ab­ 
solutely certain in this world than 
that the American forces will re­ 
turn to the Philippines. 
Mr. Laurel and those who collab- 
oraU with him. therefore, will 
have been singularly stupid lf they 
have not already made their ar 
rsngements to escape. 
The certainty of Japan’s defeat Is 
not, however, fully realized by 
everyone even in this country. 
Yet the Japanese 
themselves 
have proved by thlr own acts that 
they. have no hope of victory.

*HE proof Is in the fact that they 
Ihave stood still for more than 
a year without attacking Great 
BrlUln, Russia or the United States. 
Even when Hitler was in Stalin­ 
grad, Rommel at the gates of Alex­ 
andria and the U-boats were at the 
height of their power in the At­ 
lantic, It was still Impossible for 
Japan to Uke the offensive, even 
against India, Australia, Siberia, 
Alaska, 
Hawaii — certainly 
not 
•gainst continental United SUtes. 
They have been able to do noth­ 
ing for Hitler as he is being driv­ 
en out of Russia, out of the Medit­ 
erranean 
and 
off th# Atlantic 
ocean. 
Actions speak loader than words. 
And the Japanese actions prove be­ 
yond any reasonable doubt that 
their war was a gamble on a Nail 
victory In Europe, and that they 
knew that when Hitler failed to 
win In Europe, they had lost their 
bet. 
The real feelings of the Japanese 
about the Nazis and of the Nazis 
about the Japanese must be un* 
prinUble. 


'j'HE Japanese must have known 
that their conqnezts could be 
consolidated only lf Hitler won the 
war in Europe. 
For Japan never could get at 
BrlUln, Russia or the United SUtes 
—much less all three of them—to 
knock them oat 
It was Hitler who had a chance 
to knock out BrlUln and Russia 
and lf he knocked them out the 
United States would have stood 
•long against the victorious Jap­ 
anese-German alliance. 
Therefore, the Japanese strategy 


has been entirely parasitic upon the 
German. They advanced when the 
Germans were successful. They 
stopped advancing even before the 
Germans began to retreat. 
It has been said that Japan has 
grown strong because she has con­ 
quered rich lands with larger num­ 
bers of people In them. 
But in fact nothing is ever con­ 
quered unlees the power from 
which the land has been Uken is 
defeated so thoroughly that It can­ 
not reconquer the land. 
Now Japan can do nothing to de­ 
feat her principal enemies while 
they assemble the force to defeat 
her. 
This means that In order to hold 
on to her conquests a little longer 
•he must put more into the con­ 
quered territory than she can get 
out of IL 


'j'HE net cost of defending her 
rich conquesU must be. and is, 
on balance a drain upon Japan and 
not an addition to her strength. 
Japan is in the posltlomof a man 
who buys a hogs property with 
such a big mortgage on it that he 
has to nae up hU savings to post­ 
pone the foreclosure. 
NimlU’s stroke at Wake and Mac­ 
Arthur’* at Rabanl cannot have 
foiled to show the Japanese mili­ 
tary leaders the truth about'their 
position and the shape of things to 
come. 
It Is from this military position 
that we can address the Filipino 
nation, saying to them that none 
has the right to question our good 
faith, and that we shall answer by 
oar acts any who In weakness, cor­ 
ruption or self-deception now pro­ 
fess to doubt it 
We ehall give the Philippines 
their independence in fact and not 
merely on paper. 
The guarantees of that security 
have yet to be agreed upon. They 
will include a military alliance be­ 
tween the Philippine republic and 
the United States, with foil and ex­ 
plicit understanding of the military 
responsibilities that the Filipinos 
and the Americans undertake. 
They will require beyond that, 
and at a minimum, security al­ 
liances with all the neighboring 
powers of the Far Pacific, with 
China and Russia and Britain and 
The Netherlands and France. 
They will require a treaty of 
peace in which all are committed 
to common action against any aigna 
of the revival of Japanese naval 
and air power. 
With these guarantees the pledge 
of their Independence, which we 
have given the Filipino nation, will 
be validated and redeemed. With­ 
out them it will have been a mock­ 
ery.

If you should come to your war- 
packed capital and get healed In 
by an unreasonable policeman; eat 
meals In a dirty restaurant; get 
overcharged by a racketeering taxi 
driver; have to spend days in a 
grimy, bug-infeeted hospital; sleep

Saturday President Roosevelt ap­ 
pointed a new board to consider 
the non-operating case and this 
new board was told it could take 
into consideration the 4 cent* 
awarded to the 300,000 operating 
employes. 
Described At ‘Insult* 
The 4-cent award was described 
by spokesmen for the operating 
workers as "an insult”. 
It was predicated on the . "Little 
Steel” formula which permits 16 
peroent wage Increases above the 
rates of Jan. I, 1941. 
The 
operating 
employes 
had 
asked for Increases of SO percent, 
or $3 a day, whichever was higher. 
In his opinion, Mr. Vinson point­ 
ed out the operating employes re­ 
ceived an Increase of about 10.6 
percent In December, 1941. 
Thus, he added, 4.5 percent or 
4 cents an hour could be granted 
under the "Little Steel" formula. 
Mr. Vinson’s decision followed by 
a few hours the President's action 
for reconsideration of the non-oper­ 
ating case.

Claims Touring Americans 


Ignorant On Lease-Lend 


By Th* Associated Praos. 
LONDON, Oct. 18—The London 
Dally Mail, taking another pot shot 
at "the five American senators, 
declared today that their report 
"has created so much anti-British 
feeling in America and, by reper­ 
cussion, so much anti-American 
feeling in Britain that it Is essen­ 
tial the truth of lend-leaee be 
known.” 
Denying that Britain is taking 
credit for lend-lease material re­ 
ceived from America and transfer­ 
red to other governments, the Daily 
Mail said the senators are "Ignor­ 
ant of the facts” and added that 
“it is worthwhile pointing out that 
America herself has gained a good 
deal of credit for m aterial supplied 
by B ruin.” 
"In November, 1942,” the paper 
continued, "it was essential to sup­ 
ply milk to mothers and children 
in South Africa. 
That milk was 
distributed by the American Red 
Cross. 
So far as the Moroccans 
and Algerians knew it came from 
America, as it certainly came at 
the demand of American authori­ 
ties. 
"But it came from our own 
stocks at a time when it could ill 
be spared.” 
The Daily Mail devoted three col­ 
umns to explaining that lend-lease 
never was intended to be a one­ 
way affair" and itemized many 
things which it said Britain "has 
given America without payment.” 
The article then went on to say 
that Britain not only is repaying 
and will continue to repay America 
but is doing her bit of lend-ieasing.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18—Lard 
—a food item under civilian ration 
lng since April—now is to be used 
In the manufacture of soap, to 
head off soap rationing. 
Lard supplies have reached a 
point where government officials 
consider it advisable to divert 
considerable quantities and about 
100,000,000 pounds have been al­ 
lotted to soap makers during the 
past few weeks by the war food 
administration. 
Lard normally Is used only to 
a very limited extent In soap­ 
making or other industrial pro­ 
ducts. 
Plans are being made to make 
additional quantities, possibly as 
much as 400,000,000 pounds — 
available for soap during the next 
12 months. Such allocations would 
depend on the availability of sup­ 
plies to meet present civilian ra­ 
tion allowances and military aud 
lend-lease requirements. 
For a while the government 
prohibited the use of lard in soap­ 
making. A shortage of tallow and 
the imported oils normally used 
began to be reflected In a shortage 
of soap in stores and complaints 
from housewives. 
The amount already allotted the 
soap represents about three per­ 
cent of the present annual rata 
of production.

Geologist Says Great Beds 


Of Clay Still Untouched 


My The Asteriated Press. 
COLUMBUS, Oct. 18 — State 
Qoologiat Wilber E. Stout, declar­ 
ing crust deposit* of fine clay and 
bag# bede of peat are virtually 
untouched, predicts a bright future 
for the ceramic industry. 
Ohio will become one of the lead­ 
ing chemical and mineral produc­ 
ing states in the union after the 
war, be said. 
Asserting many new 
factories 
have been developed Lu the state 
under press .ire of the nation’s war­ 
time demand for chemicals, Stout 
said these will remain and many 
more likely will be built. 
Citing erection of 15 kilns In 
northern Ohio to make dolomite 
clinker for hard steel furnaces as 
one example of what the state 
could produce to replace formerly 
imported supplies, he called atten­ 
tion to the huge brine deposits 
which andesine most of the state 
as possibly the richest undeveloped 
resource iii the state. 
From those brines, which are 
rich in calcium, sodium, chlorine 
and bromine can come the compon­ 
ent parts of some 300 commercial 
chemical compounds, he said.
